AUTHORIZED USE: 

Continued use and maintenance of an existing uncovered floating boat dock with 
gangway, wooden platform with railing, boathouse, and walkway. 

 
LEASE TERM: 

10 years, beginning July 1, 2009. 
 
CONSIDERATION: 

This lease provides that the Commission may modify the rent periodically during 
the lease term. Pursuant to this provision, staff reviewed the rent under this lease 
and recommends that rent be revised from $233 per year to $409 per year, 
effective July 1, 2017. 

 
OTHER PERTINENT INFORMATION: 

1. Lessee has the right to use the upland adjoining the lease premises. 
 

2. On July 1, 2009, the Commission authorized a General Lease – 
Recreational Use to David Burkhart and Carol Burkhart for a term of 10 
years beginning July 1, 2009 (Calendar Item C22, April 6, 2011). The 
lease will expire on June 30, 2019. 

 
3. This action is consistent with Strategy 2.2 of the Commission’s Strategic 

Plan to ensure timely receipt of revenues and royalties from the use and 
development of State lands and minerals.
